Bristling with defiance, Castro 
d e c la re d his revolutionary regim e 
w as b reak in g with the N ationalist 
Chinese g ov ernm ent and sw itching 
ties, m aking Cuba the first nation 
In the A m ericas to recognize C om ­ 
m u n ist China. 
“ F ro m this m om ent we end our 
relatio n s with the reg im e of Chiang 
K ai-shek ,” he proclaim ed to the 
ch eerin g crowd m assed for a so­ 
called assem bly of the Cuban peo­ 
ple. 
He accused the U nited S tates a i 
try in g to isolate the Soviet Union 
an d Red China from th e W estern 
H e m isp h e re and served notice his 
g o v ern m en t would establish dip­ 
lo m atic relations with all C o m m u ­ 
nist countries.

Kennedy Sees Power Shift, 


Need for Dem Leadership 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P ) — Sen. I 
John F. K ennedy said today the 
balance of w orld power is shifting 
and 
the 
nation

moving a g a in ” under a new D e m ­ 
ocratic president. 
In w hat he called the “ official 
b eginning” of his cam p aign in th e 
hom e sta te of his opponent. Vice 
P resid ent R ichard M. Nixon, the 
D em o cratic n o m i n e e 
assailed 
P resid en t E isenhow er and w hat he 
called the “ stand still p hilosophy” 
of the Republicans. 
‘A 
do-nothing 
party 
will 
not 
do,” he said in a speech p re p a re d 
for an a p p o r t rally. “ F o u r m o re 
y ea rs of a 
R epublican p residen t 
blocking action by a D e m o c ra tic 
Congress will not do. 
“ W hat we need—what we seek 
w hat this cam paign is intended 
to bring is action instead of d rift— 
leadership, not salesm an sh ip — and 
dedication, 
in 
place 
of 
m e d io c ­ 
rity .” 
K ennedy flew to California after 
cam pa ign ing in New E nglan d F r i ­ 
day. At P o rtlan d , Maine, he got 
a rousing reception from 
h o m e ­ 
com ing 
crow ds 
on

dow ntow n 
street. 
Police had to help him push his 
w ay throu g h a broadcasting studio 
for a TV new s conference, and 
K ennedy re m a rk e d “ W e’re h op e­ 
ful of M aine in N ovem ber ” 


He went to P ortland by w ay of 
Boston in his hom e sta te of M a s­ 
sachusetts and M anchester, N .H . 
At each stop he told his audiences

By jct he sped to this bay city 
after a brief re st in W ashington.

At San Flancisco, K ennedy said

“ F o r th ese 
are h arsh tim e s ,” 
he said. “ The future wil not be 
easier. O u r burd en s wil not les­ 
sen. Our e n e m ie s will not w eaken. 
But I cannot believe that history 
will say of our tim e: ‘T hey w ere 
the g re a te st richest, strongest n a ­ 
tion on e a r t h —but they stood still 
too long.’ 
“ I believe that history will m a rk 
this as a tu rn in g point in the life 
of our nation and in the pursuit of 
peace. 
I believe that with your 
help— with 
your 
efforts, 
joining 
the efforts of millions like you all 
over A m e ric a —we can m a k e this 
a tim e of g re a tn e ss.”

Face flies are attracted to the 
bait and feed on it and after ap­ 
proxim ately three weeks due to the 
slow breeding cycle of the face fly, 
the pasture was nearly free of these 
pests.

NEW DELHI (AP) — India will 
have betw een 7,500,000 and eight 
million persons unemployed at the 
end of her second five year plan 
next April. 
The governm ent estim ate com­ 
pares with 5,300,000 unemployed at 
the beginning of the plan. The fig­ 
ures, based on a population now es­ 
tim ated at 420 million, do not in­ 
clude extensive underem ploym ent.

form m e a n s of classification is needed so 
that lessons learned in one area can be a p ­ 
plied in other areas.

dicates that whenever they sense th at

giving it up. And they scent politics in 
everything.

If they see politics in soil classification, 
there a re reasons. C o m m u n ist Russia and 
the rest of the world a re engaged in ideo­ 
logical w arfare, a battle for m e n ’s minds. 
This w a r does not seem likely to be re­ 
solved for m any y e a rs 
The Russians are d ete rm in e d to use 


e v e r y available weapon to convince the un­ 
convinced or wavering that the com m unist 
system is best, that it rep resen ts the wave 
of the futuie.
